Inthe Woodstock Association, within 
the limits of Vt. there are 11 ordained} 
ministers, and 3 approbated preachers, 
17 churches, 4 of which are destitute. 
The state of Religion within this Associ. 
ation, is generally not very prosperous. 
Two churches Reading and Weston, are 
in great need of help, the latter in par 
ticular. In Mountholly and Ludlow, 
there have been special revivals the past 
year, tothe church in the former place, 
73 have been added by baptism, and to 
the latter, 59. 

in the Leyden Association, there are, 
within the limits o Vt. 1@churches, one 
approbated and 7 ordained preachers, 
1259 members ; 59 of which were ad- 
ded the past year. Threecf the church 
es are destitute, viz ; Stratton, Dumer- 
ston and Brookline ; the former has re- 
ceived some assistance from the Associa- 
tion ; the two latter depend wholly upon 
their own scanty means. No special re- 
vivais have been enjoyed in this Associa- 
tion the year past ; the churches are gen- 
erally in astate of declension. 

In the Shaftsbury Association, there 
are 4 churches within the limits of Vt 
and 4 ordained preachers. The church 
in Pownal, isin a low state, but those in 
Shaftsbary and Whitecreek, are prosper- 
ous. There are 8 churches in the Man. 
chester Association, 700 members, 3 min- 
isters, 5 charches are destitute ; the 
church in Winhall, is in need of assist- 
ance, that in Londonderry is ina tried 
situation. The state of religion is not ve- 
ry encouraging. — 

In the Barre Association there are 14 
chorches, 8 ordained preachers, 34 have 
been added by baptism the last year ; 
present number of members 553—3 of 
the preachers are superannuated, and | 
quite past labour, 8 Charches, viz. Cala- 
is, Randolph, Warren, Robury, Kingston, 
Hancock, Rochester, Chelsea, are ina 
destitute and languishing state ; a great 
part of this Association isa field for mis- 
sionary labour. 

The churches in the Danville Associa- 
tion are scattered over a large extent of 
territory, they are about 15 in number, 
generally small in number and resources, 
there are 7 ordained preachers, 7 or 8 
charches are destitute of the stated 
means of grace, and are in great need of 
missionary assistance, many towns with 
in the limits of the Association where 
there are no churches, are by the wretch- 
edness of ther condition, calling for help 
from the servants of the Lord ; in some 
places small awakenings have taken place 
the year past. 

In the Farfield Association there are 
17 churches, 8 ministers. The state of 
religion is upon the whole low and un- 
prosperous. It ars that there about 
103 churches of the Baptist denomination

62 ordained preachers ; |2 approbated 
preachers. The ministry, and state of 
the churches are evidently such as to ad 
mit of much improvement, and we can- 
not but hope that the exertions which 
are making will be a means of bringing 
things into a prosperons train. 

How much good two Christians can do 
—In the Spring of 1825,two young mer 
chants of Boston, neither of them very 
wealthy nor very influential, were sitting 
together on a pleasant evening, and con- 
versing upon the greatness of their obli- 
gationsto Christ. Suddenly the conver 
sation turned upon the moral condition of 
their city, and the great need there was 
of more churches in which the trath 
should be faithfully dispensed. ‘* Well,” 
said one of them, “* whatever is accom- 
plisbed must be begun : what if we should 
unde: take to effect the building of a new 
church ?” The other hesitated a mo- 
ment, and then said. “ It looks like a 
great andertaking— but if Mulls, though 
**a@small man,” as he said, could make 
his influence felt across the Atlantic, w 
can at least make the a'‘té¢mpt you pro 
pose.” The thing was agreedon. That 
very night asubscription paper was drawn 
np, and the next morning the subject war 
laid before some of the older and more 
wealthy brethren, who gave it their cor- 
dial approbation, pat down their names 
for a liberal share of the stock, and en. 
couraged the same in others. The a- 
mount was soon swelled to nearly 30,000 
dollars ; a plot of ground was purchased, 
and a house erected.—This is the origin 
of Cr. Beecher’s church: and when we 
say this, we probably state what is new to 
every individual im Bostor,* except the 
two who were immediately concerned. 
On opening the house for worship, a 
large congregation was suddenly gathered, 
consisting in no small part, of those who 
had attended Unitarian and Universal 
ist preaching, or were not connected with 
any religious society. hose who in- 
vested money in the house, have, we be- 
lieve been fully compensated by the sale 
or value of the pews; «0d 1%. we said 
last week, the spirit of Goll has added 
his gracious influence to Crots this labor 
of love, and is bringing scores, if not 
hundreds in the congregation, to a know!l- 
edge of the truth as itis in Jesas.—WJ.

REFORMED BAPTISTS. 

Thirteen Baptist Churches in North 
Carolina have declared ** non-fellowship”’ 
with all Churches, Societies, and individ- 
uals, who are in any way favorable to Bi 
ble, Tract and Missionary Societies, and 
Theological Schools. Their declaration 
is published ina late number of the Co- 
lambia, (8. C.) Telescope, and is just 
such a production as we should anticipate 
from the opposers of those various evan- 
gelical efforts, for which this age is signal- 
ized. The maxim of the party evidently 
is, Charity should begin at home ; and itis 
very well understood, that the votaries of 
this proverb are seldom the most charit- 
able, either at home or abroad. 

We are not told what Churches these 
are, that have thus encased themselves in 
this exclusive and proscriptive system, 
nor are we particularly desirous to know ; 
for we certainly do not envy them the 
emotions which they must certainly feel, 
when they shall see the glorious success 
of these very operations, which they aow 
affect to despise. 

They certainly are not objects of con- 
tempt or ridicule, but their iguorance and 
prejudice are truly pitiable. Only let 
their views of religion, and of the manner 
in which it should be propagated, once 
become general, and we return to an age 
of darkness and spiritual sloth ; which of 
all evils, the Church of Christ, from sad 
experience, has learned most to depre- 
cate. Such principles are avowed a cen- 
tury too late. The Charch in its onward 
march of improvement aad usetulness, 
has left them far in the rear ; and a thous- 
and euch protestations and secessions, as 
those to which we have here referred, 
will have no more effect in checking its 
progress, than would so many straws 
thrown beneath the chariot wheels of the 
Redeemer.

CREEDS, AND CONFESSIONS OF 
FAITH. 

We have inserted the following remarks 
from the ** Baptist Recorder,” on this inter 
esting subject, because we deem its discu-sion 
at this time important, and the remarks judi 
cious. Those who would have the Church 
dispense with her creed, or summary of Gos- 
pel doctrine, and her rules of consistent prac- 
tice, drawn from the sacred volume, are pro- 
perly characterized by the Apostle Gal iv. 
17. ** They zealously affect you, but not well ; 
yea, they would exclude you, that ye might 
affect them.” And again says the same Apos 
tle, Gal. v. 12, 13. “ I would they were cut 
off who trouble you. For, brethren, ye have 
been called unto liberty; only use not liberty 
for an occasion to the flesh, but by love serve 
one another.” These pretenders to exclusive 
liberality and purity, would abolish all other 
creeds, in @rder that they may with greater 
facility, introduce their own interpretation of 
Scripture. Those also, who claim that the 
Churehb should not establish ruies ef decorum 
for its members, consistent with the spirit of 
revealed truth, as circumstances may require, 
because we have the Bible, and are bound 
to waik according to the hght therein mam 
tested, argue on the same principles with the 
champions for the no creed system, and are 
equally wide from the truth We lave onl) 
extracted sufficient from the following essay, 
to present the argument entire. The writer 
seems to be combatting a trio of errorists; but 
having truth on his side, he is in no danger of 
discomfiture. 

“Creeds were never designed to 
‘ bind the concience ;’ they are declarations 


of what the conscience has already re- 
ceived as trath, When a Church forms 


and publishes a creed, she does not be- 


lieve the things therein contained, be- 
cause they are written and published ; 
but they are written and published, be- 
cause she had previously believed them. | 
When an individual is received into a, 


Church, he does not believe the creed be” 
cause he has subscrited it; but be sub 


scribes it, because he already believes the 
Bible teaches the things therein contain- 
ed. Where the conscience is not en- 
lightened, there is nothing but unbelief, 
and we do not permit unbelievers to sub- 
scribe our creed, if we ure apprized of it ; 
believing what the Scriptures teach, is 
before Church membership. In all this, 
the rights of conscience are scrupulously 
guarded. According to the Confession of 
Faith, the decrees of the Almighty offer 
no violence to the will of the creature ; 
much less should the decrees of Synods or 
Councils do it.” 

*‘In this country it is utterly impossi- 
ble, th.t one generation can bind another, 
in matters belonging either to Church or 
State ; nor can the same generation bind 
itself, not to modify or change its civil or 
religious institutions. Every religious 
society is at liberty to change or modify 
its creed at pleasure.”’ 

**We strongly suspect that Mr. Dan- 
can’sreal ground of complaint is about 
this, the Presbyterians would not indalge 
him with the privilege of changing their 
creed at his pleasure. Whether they 
ought, or ought not, to have indulged Mr 
Duncan ip giving direction to the con 
science of the whole Society, in order to 
preserve the rights of his own, is another 
point, which the reader may decide.” 

“Dr. Miller bas asked ‘how the 
Church can take effectual measures to 
exclude Pelagians, Semi-Velagians, Swe- 
denborgians, Universalists, Arians and 
Socinians, from her ministry, without the 
use of Creeds and Confessions in some 
form?” Tothis Mr. D. replies, ‘The 
man who cannot be condemned by the 
Scriptures, is not to be condemned at 
=” 

‘This sophism is too palpable to be 
concealed. In the opinion of Trinitari- 
ans, the Bible condemns those sects ; but 
in their opinion, the same Bible con- 
demns Trinitarians. Who shall decide 
between them? Mr. Duncan would ap- 
peal to the Lord Jesus, as King and 
Head of his Church.” The Arian would 
tothe same. To ascertain the opinion of 
the King, the New Testament is resorted 
to; Mr. D. supposes he finds there, asen- 
tence against the Arian, but the Arian is 
equaliy certain he fidds there, the con- 
demnation of Mr. D. We ask again, who 
shall decide this issue? They take it to 
some ecclesiastical court; a majority of 
the members, this year, are Trinitarians, 
who unhesitatingly condemn the Arian, by 
which their creed is established; but 
next year, new members have been ad- 
ded to the court, without any dnquiry as 
to their faith—and now a majority are of 
the Arian sentiment—Mr. D. in his turn 
is condemned, and the Arian creed estab- 
lished. In either case, the decision 
amounts to acreed. The inference is ir- 
resistable, Air. Duncan must necessarily 
huve a creed, or live in uninn and com- 
munion with the Arian, Pelagian, and all 
others, called Christian! Mr. Duncan 
contends that creeds are useless, because 
tie Nicene creed neither converted, con- 
vinced, nor silenced Arians. It did not 
prevent the mutations of Liberius, nor 
the condemnation of Athanasius; hence 
he infers that creeds are worse than use- 
less.”’ 

** The advocates of creeds have never 
expected these mighty advantages from 
them. Who ever thought of convincing, 
converting, or silencing a Heretic, by a 
creed? In the hands of a Pope and Em- 
peror, it might be done ; but in this re- 
public, Heretics can be silenced only by 
the Almighty. Nor do we suppose that 
any other power will avail often, either 
to convince or convert them. At all 
events, creeds were not designed for this 
purpose. The practical utility of the 
most evangelical creed, depends very 
much upon the wisdom and piety of those 
who administer the government of the 
Church ; and the same may be said of 
the Holy Bible, the best of all books: and 
yet in the hands of ‘the man of sin,’? 
made subservient to the most nefarious 
projects—in this catalogue, the condem- 
nation of Athanasius, is an incunsiderable 
item. If Mr. Duncan and his Reviewer 
are only concerned to oppose those an- 
thoritative creeds, which are enforced by 
the arm of civil power, they will find 
themselves without an-opponent.” 

“If they are sincere in their opposi- 
tion to the principle of having a creed, 
they are in favour of uniting all societies 
on earth, called Christian, into one, not- 
withstanding their various and conflicting 
views, in regard to what the Scriptures 
teach—or their scheme is grossly absurd. 
They can as easily form a shadow with- 
out a substance ; a valley without hills ; 
as two societies without a creed, either 
written or unwritten. There cannot be 
two religious societies without distinctive 
marks ; there must be a discriminating

MASSACHUSETTS BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 


The Executive Committee of this bo- 
dy held a meeting on the 7th inst at 
Worcester for the transaction of business. 
At this meeting, one of the Board was 
appointed to lay before the public a state- 
ment of their present operations, resour- 
ces and future prospects. This will be 
done principally trom papers in the pos- 
session of the Committee. 

Its present operations. The object em- 
braced by the active exertions of the 
Convention is, aid to the feeble and des- 
titute churches in this State. 

Their charity is emphatically at home. 
By the last anoval Report there were 44 
churches destitute of pustors, though par- 
tially supplied with preaching. Two 
thirds of these are unquestionably in this 
situation from the want of ability to sup- 
port a minister. To these churches may 
be added not less than 20 societies, where 
there are no churches, which have 
preaching but part of the time. Besides 
these, there are sevetal important sta- 
tions, where our ministers would be re- 
ceived were there funds for their partial 
support. 

Many of the charches which have pas- 
tors are able to avail themselves of their 
labours bat a part of the time through 
their poverty. In this wide field of in- 
viting labour, the Committee are able to 
send here and there a solitary labourer. 
They have now three missionaries, with | 
short appointments each, in their em- 
ploy. 

Resources This is subject of impor- 
tance, both to the churches and the Com- 
mittee. At the first meeting of the Con 
vention, a vote was passed, requesting 
the churches to mak e an annual contribu- 
tion for this object. 

Very few, however, have acceded to 
the proposition. The funds have gener- 
ally been received from Societies ; and 
these have been very limited ; and now 
there is not a dollar of unpledged money 
in the treasury. 

The Committee think with anxiety on 
the opportunities of doing good. They 
listen with regret to the calls of the des- 
titate ; and ask, while we are heartily 
engaged for Education and Fozeign Mis. 
sions, must we donothing athome ? How 
are our exertions abroad to be supported 
but by a growing and powerfal interest at 
home ? Let the hundred and fifty Bap- 
tist churches in the state but make a mod- 
erate exertion, and then the Committee 
can operate to advantage. 

Let them all fulfil the engagement 
made by their Delegates at the first Con-
